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PREFACE. 



X. HE contrOvtrfy concerning the authenticity Of thf 
Poems afcribed to Rowley, has called forth the abilities 
of the moft competent judges ; and has been free from 
the rancor and animoiity which too often difgrace th^ 
page of the controverfialifl. Truth, and not vidtory^, 
^ppejirjB to have been the aim of each party, but no de* 
ctfion^ which can be regarded as Hnal, has hitherto be^eif^ 
given^ upon this truly curious and important fubjeA. 

Many years have now elapfed fince the controverfy 
fubfided t to revive it is by no means the intention of 
the prefont Editor. His fole defign is to furnilh Uie 
public with a neat Edition of thefe Poems, which, wh^ 
tiler the Author of them may have been Rowley, or 
CftATTEATON, or fome third perfon, (as has been ridi- 
culoufly fuppo£ed) fully entitle him to be ranked in the 
fourth place among our Britifh Poets : Shall the produc* 
tions of his genius live no longer than while difputes 
tonceming his name may exift? The Iliad is ftill pre- 
a a fervcd:

s fervcd : the i:ontcntions for its Author's birth-place arc 
forgotten. 

Whatever may be the caufe, thefe Poems are not fo 
generally known, or, at leaft, fo generally read, as they 
dcferve to be. The highly advanced price of every 
Edition now extant, has undoubtedly hindered many, 
and the obfoleteneis of the dialed has deterred others 
from becoming intimately acquainted with them; They 
who feek literature only as an amufement, in the hour 
of relaxation, have thrown down the work in difguft at 
being compelled lb often to recur to a Gloflary, or an 
Etymological Didionary. The Editor thinks he may 
aiTert, that he has wholly removed the firil obftacle, and 
the fecond he has endeavoured to diminiih,by fubjoining 
at the bottom of every page to Caatterton's explana- 
tions, thofe from the Dean or Exeter's Edition, and 
by fupplying, as far as was in his power, what that 
gentleman, ^mid his indefatigable refearches, may havc^ 
cafually omitted.

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PREFACE 

TO THE 

FORMER EDITIONS. 

JL HE Poen)s, which make the principal part of thii 
Colleftion, have for fonie time excited much curiofity, 
as the fuppoi'ed produdions of Thomas Ko\vl£y, a prieft 
of Briftol, in the reigHs of Henry VL and Edward IV. 
They are here faithfully printed from the moft authen« 
tic MSS. that could be procured ; of which a particular 
defcription is given in the Introductory account of tht 
/ever al pieces contained in this volume^ fubjoincd to tlu« 
Preface. Nothing more therefore feems neceflary at 
prefent, than to inform the Reader fliortly of the man- 
ner in which thefe Poems were firft brought to light, 
and of the authority upon which they ar^ a&ribed to 
the perfons whoft names they bear. 

This cannot be done fo fatisfa£torily as* in the Wor(fa» 
of Mr. George Catcott of Briftol; to whofe very laud* 
able leal the Publick is indebted for the moft ^onfider* 

a 3 able

able part of the following colleftion. His account 6% 
the matter is diis: *^ The firft difcov;ery of certain MSS, 
** having hten depofited in Redclift church, above three 
** centuries ago, was diade in the year 1768, at the time 
*' of opening the new bridge at Briftol, and was owing 
*^ to a publication in Farley'* s Weekly Jburnal^ iftof 
** Oftober 1768, containing zxi Account of the ceremo^ 
*' nies obferved at the opening of the old bridge^ taken, 
*' as it was faid, from a v^ry antient MS. This excited 
** the curiofity of Ibme perfons to enquire after thfe 
•** original. The printer, Mr. Farley, could give no 
** account of it, or of the perfon who brought the copy; 
*' but after itiuch enquiry it was difcovered, that the 
•** perfon who brought the copy was a youth, between 
*^ 15 ahd 16 years of age, whofe name was Thomas 
^ Chatte^tbn, and whofe family had been fextons of 
^* Redclift church for near 150 years. His father, who 
^* was now dead, had aifo been mafter of the free-fchodl 
** in File-ftreet. The young man was at firft very un* 
>* willing te difcpvcr from whence he had the original ; 
** but, after many promife$ made to him, he was at laft 
*' prevailed on to acknowledge, that he had received 
" Wi^^togethir ivith many other MSS. from his father, 
'** who had found them in a large chcll in an upper 
■** robm bWr Ihe chapel on iiie fiorth fide ibf Redclift 
** church. Soon 
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Soon after this Mr. Catcott commenced his acquaint- 
OTce with young Chatterton**, and, partly as.prefents,

• The hiftory of this youth is fo intimately connefted with 
' that of the poems novr publlHied, that the Reader cannot be too 
early apprised of the principal circumftances of his ihort life. He 
Diras born on the 20th of November, 1752, and educated at a cha- 
rity-fchool on St. Auguftin's Back, where nothing more was taught 
than reading, writing, and accounts. At the age of foqrtcen, he 
-was articled clerk to an attorney, with whom he continued till he 
Jeft Briftol in April, 1770. 

Though his education was thus confined, he difcovcred an early 
turn towards poetry and Englifh antiquities, particularly heraldry. 
How foon he be^an te be an author is not known. In the Town 
and Country Magazine for March 1769, are two letters, probably, 
from him, as they ^re dated at Briftol, and fabfcribed with his 
vfual (tgnature, D. B. The firft contains {hort extr%«^s from two 
MSS., '* •written three hundred years ago by one Rowley^ a Monk^'' con- 
cerning drefs in the age of Ifenry II.; the other, " EtHELCAU, 
a Saxon poemy^'* in bombaft profe. Jn the fame Magazine for May 
1769, are three communications from Briftol, with the fam^ 
flgnature, D. B. vix, Cerdick, tranjjated from the Saxon (in the 
fame ftyle with EtheloaR,) p, 233. — Obfervations upon Saxon herald 
dry^ with drawings of Saxon atchlevementiy Sfc. p. 243.r— Elinoure 
ftnd JUCA, written three hundred yeai^s ago by T* Rowley, a fecuiar 
'friefly p. 273. This laft poem is reprinted in this volume, p, 218. 
In the fubfequent month of 1769 and 1770 there are feveral other 
pieces in the fame Magazine, which are undoubtedly of his com- 
pofition. 

In April I770, he left ^riftol and came to London, in hopes of 
advancing his fortune by his talents for writing, of which, by this 
time, be bad conceived a very high Opinion, In the profecution 
of this fcheme, he appears td have almoft entirely depended upon 
the patronage of a fet of gentlemen, wbpm an eminent author long 
^go pointed out) as not the very *i\>orJl judges or reivarders of merit^ the 
bookfellers of this gre^it city. At his firft arrival indeed he was 
fo unlucky as to find two of bis expe^ed Mxcenafes, tbc one in 
the King's Bench, and the other in Newj^ate. But this little dif- 
appointment was alleviated by the encouragement which he re- 
ipeiye4 frpm other quarters; and on the 14th of May he writes to

his mother, in high fpirits upon the change in his iicaation,^witk

Jlea^l of a Briftowyan, / cou/d haz^e lived by copying hix luorks*^ 

in a letter to his lifl^er, dated 30th May, he informs her, that 
he is to be employed '^ in writing a voluminous hijiory of London, /• 
itfpear in numbers the beginning bf next 'winter,'*'* In the mean time, he 
had written fomeihing in praife of the Lord Mayor (Beckford)^ 
■which had procured him the honour of being prefented to his lor<il- 
fhip. In the letter juft mentioned he gives the following account 
of his reception, with fomc curious obfervations upon political 
writing: " The Lord Mayor received tne as politely as a citizen 
could. But the devil of the matter is, there is no money to be 
got of this lide of the queftion. — But he is a poor author -whp 
cannot write on both fides.-«>£irays on the patriotic fide will fetch 
no more than what the copy is fold for. As the patriots them- 
fclves arc fearching for a plac^, they have no gratuity to fpare.— 
Ou the other band, unpopular elTays will not even be accepted; 
and you muft pay to have them printed : but then you feldom lofe 
by it, as courtiers are fo feniible of their deficiency in merit, that 
they generoufly reward all who know how to dawb them with 
the appearance of it." 

NotwithftandJng his employment on the Hiflory of London, he 
continned to write inceffantly in various periodical publications. 
Qn the Jith of July he te^s his lifter that he had pieces laft month 
in the Gofpel Magazine ^ the Town and Country^ viz, Maria Friend- 
lefs; Falfe Step; Hunter of Oddities; To Mlfs Bulh, &c. Court 
and City \ London\ Political RegiJIer^ &c. But all the fe exertions of 
his genius brought in fo little profit, that he -was fo6n reduced to 
real indigence ; from which he was relieved by death (in what 
manner is not certainly known), on the 24ih of Auguft, or there- 
about, when he wanted near three months to complete his eigh- 
teenth year. The floor of his chamber was covered with written 
papers, which he had torn into fmall pieces; but there was no 

appearance 
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pofed of, in the fame way, to Mr* William Barrett^ 
an eminent furgeon at Briilol, who has long been en- 
gaged in writing the hiftory of that city. Mr. Barrett 
alfo procured from him feveral fragments^ fome pf a 
confiderabl^ length, writteii Up6n vellum *^ which he 
aflerted to be part of his original MSS. In ftiort, in 
the fpace of about eighteen months, from Oftober 1768 
to April 1776, befidesthe Poems noWpubliflied, he pro- 
duced as many Cdmpofitions, in profe and verie, under 
the name,s ortlowley, Canynge, &;c. as would nearly fill 
fuch another volume* 

In April 1770, Chatterton went to London, and died 
there in the Auguft following; fo that the whole hiftory 
of this very extraordinary tranfaftion cannot now pro- 
bably be known with any certainty. Whatever may 

have 

sippearance (as the Editor has been credibly informed) of any 
writings on parchment or vellum.'

with fuch remarks by Mr. Barrett, as he of all men living is beft

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have been his part in it; whether he was the author, or 
only the copier (as he conftantly aflerted) of all fhefe 
produftions; he appear^ to have kept the fecret entirely 
to himfelf, and not to have put it in the power of any 
other perfon, to bear certain teftimony * either to his 
fraud or to his veracity. 

The quefiion therefore concerning the authenticity 
of tbefc Poems muft now be decided by an examination 
of the fragments upon vellum, which Mr. Barrett re- 
ceived from Chatterton as part of his original MSS. 
and by the internal evidence which the feveral pieces 
afford. If the Fragments ftall be judged to be genuine, 
It will ftUl remain to be determined, how far their 
geiiuinenefs fhould ferve to authenticate the reft of the 
CoUeftion, of which no copies, older than thofe made 
by Chatterton, have ever been produced. On the other 
}iand, if the writing of the Fragments fhall be judged to 
be counterfeit and forged by Chatterton, it will not of 
ueceflity follow, that the matter of them was alfo forged 
by him, and ftill lefs, that all the other compofitions 
which he profefled to have copied from antient MSS. 
^-ere merely inventions of his own. In either cafe, 
the decifion muft finally depend upon the internal evi- 
dence*.

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tc may be expeded perhaps, ths^t the Editor fliould 
give an oplmon upon this important queftion; but he 
rather chooles, for- tnany rcafons, to leave it to the dc- 
tenHination of the unprejudiced and intfeUigent Reader, 
He had long been defirous that thefe Poemi (hould be 
printed; ted ^erefore readily undertook the charge o^ 
fuperinteiiding the edition. This he has executed in 
the mannei'^ which feemed to him bed fuued to fuch a 
publication ; and here he means that his ta^ fliould end^ 
Whether the Poems be really antient, or modem; the 
compofitions of Rowley^ or the fprgcfies of Cbattertoii j 
^ey mud always be ^pnfidered as a moft fingular htt^
